Perhaps the most important piece 
of work in connection with both 
plumbing and heating systems in a 
concrete building is the placing of 
sleeves in the forms so that when the 
concrete {s poured there is an open- 
ing left for each pipe to pass through.

Toronto, Dec. 16.—Lining up solid!

with Hon. T. A. Crerar's political 
views and urging him to garry forth 
the banner of victory In the house of 
pepeabe and throughout the Dom- 
nion.

Because of.the association of Christ- 
mas with the child in the manger at 
Bethlehem, this season is essentially 
the children’s festival. The grown-ups 
will certainly enjoy the good things 
that Christmas brings—yes, and will 
even obtain as much amusement from 
many of the children’s toys and books 
and games, but nevertheless they will 
not be ablo to escape the great pre- 
eminent factors of the festivities, 
-amely. the magic and the charm of 
the little children. “We love these 


‘little children,” said Charles Dickens, 


“and it {s no slight thing when those 
who are fresh from God love us.” 

Lot us leave the toys, the books and 
the games of the children for awhile, 
and linger beside the child himself 
and ponder a few facts concerning 
him. The years may have taught us 
much of the evil in the world, but 
while we look into the innocent faces 
of the children, there is always hope 
for the world because people come in- 
to it, not as hardened men or un- 
worthy women, but—as little children. 

Children are largely the salvation 
of the race, and that, since salvation 
came by the Child at Bethlehem. 
They keep us from growing cold, and 
are gifts to keep us from growing old 
before our time. They shame, they 
refine, they purify and ennoble us, 
winning us from hardne:s and sus- 
picion. We are charmed and often 
rebuked by their innocence. their 
trustfulness, their heavenly uncaring- 
ness.

As we think of the Child of Bethle- 
hem, we see the possibilities latent 
within every child, for who dreamt 
that the poor child laying in the 
lowly manger would be tne Prome- 
thean conqueror commissioned to, re- 
deem the world? So, as the oak 
sleeps in the acorn; as the headlong 
torrent starts In the tiny rill; as music 
slumbers in the small cggs of the 
nightingale; as the statue stays in the 
marble until let loose by the sculp- 
tor’s chisel_—so unmeasured po:si- 
bilities He in the soul of every child 
that slumbers in the cot. 

Think of it! Abel the worshipper 
and Cain the murderer; Moses, the 
man of God, and Pharaoh, the oppres- 
sor; Elijah, the prophet. and Ahab, the 
idolator; Miriam, the prophetess, and 
Jezebel, the serpent; Nero. the {incar- 
nate demon, and Paul, the apostle;

HOME RULE BILL 
NEARS LAST STAGE 


Compromise Between House of Lords 
und Commons Is Likely to be Effected.

London, Déc. 17.—Members of the 
house of lords, who have firmly stood 
against the Irish Home Rule Bill as 
passed by the house of commons, 
were in consultation with members 
of the government overnight, it is 
understood, trying to arrange some 
sort of compromise relative to the 
measure. It was asserted here this 
morning that the virtual deadlock 
between the two houses of parliament 
must be compromised or the Dill 
would be lost, and the Home Rule 
measure of 1914 would automatically 
become law as soon as ratification of 
the Turkish treaty formally ends the 
war. 

Developments are being awaited 
with curiosity and anxiety. The ac- 
tion of the house of lords in amending 
the Home Rule Bill was tantamount 
to rejection of the measure, and the 
insistence of the commons upon the 
original bill seems to have placwi tre 
fate of the legislation in the balance. 
Parliamentary writers gave widely 
divergent statements in London news- 
papers this morning as to what might 
happen. 

Many members of the upper house 
of parliament object to the provision 
of the bill for the conacil of Ireland, 
and oppose the clause providing that 
if Ireland declines to acc2pt the form 
of government established by the 
measure, a crown colony gov2rnnient 
will be imposed. Some writers de- 
clare the irreconciliable peers will re- 
cede from their position, and that 
when the house of lords meets at 
noon Saturday, it will hear royal as- 
sent given the measure and see It 
placed in the statute pooks as a law. 

This orderly eniing of the lonz- 
drawn discussions and manoeuvres 
of the rival parties accorés in no way 
with assertions made in other quar- 
ters, where it is asserted

MINIMUM WAGEREPORT 


Mr. T. A. Gaetz, who is a member of 
the Alberta Minimum Wage Commis- 
sion which has been holding hearings 
in the larger cities of the Province, has 
handed The News the _ following 


presentation to the Alberta Govern- 
ment:— 

That from the date of the approval 
of this report, regulations be made by 
Order-in-Council fixing the minimum 
wige, which may be paid by an em- 
plyoer to any person under the age of 
18 or to any female employed in any 
factory, shop, office or office building, 
at the sum of $13.00 per week, except 
in the case of apprentices who shall be 
paid not less than $8.50 per week. 

That having taken into consideration 
the fact that the powors of jurisdiction 
over the fixing of hours of labor, were 
referred to the Privy Council which 
has now rendered a decision, action 
upon which we believe will be taken 
by your government dealing with 
hours of labor for all workers, and not 
those alone coming within the applica- 
tion of the Factories Act, we therefore 
recommend that the determining of all 
hours of labor be fixed by Legislation 
rather than-Order-in-Counclil. 

That the proportion of apprentices 
who muy be employed in any shop, 
oifice or office building within the jur- 
Isdiction of the Factories Act, shall 
not exceed 25 per cent of the total 
number employed, provided, however, 
that In any such shop, office, factory or 
office building where less than four are 
employed, one of said employees may 
be an apprentice. Also provided that 
on the employment of an apprentice, 
every employer must forthwith report 
te the Chief Inspector under the Fac- 
tories Act the name and occupation of 
such apprentice, and on the coming 
into effect of tiiis report by Order-in- 
Councll, all employers must report 
forthwith the names, occupations and 
date of engagement of all apprentices 
in their employ, also the total number 
of thelr employees. 

That Legislation be onactpd at the 
earliest possible date, having in view 
the appointment of a minimum wage 
board with powers similar to that of 
minimum wage boards as have been 
ee In other provinces in Can- 
adu.

(Before His Honor Judge Mahaffy) 

McCarthy vs. Brandt. Action by 
KXyrl McCarthy and his mother, Cath- 
erine McCarthy, against C. M. Brandt, 
1 farmer west of Innisfail, for amount 
unpaid on wages. The plaintiff's story 
was that the young man went to work 
for Brandt in August, 1916, at $45 a, 
month, and was with him until he was 
called up for military service In May, 
1918. He had been paid small amounts, 
but had had no settlement. When 
salled up there was $674 due him, and 
Brandt agreed to deposit $300 to Mc- 
‘arthy‘s credit at Innisfail, and to pay 
3300 to his mother, McCarthy releas- 
ing Brandt from payment of the bal- 
ince of $74 because he was deprived 
of McCarthy's services during the hay- 
ing and harvest of 1918. Brandt did 
not pay over the money, as agreed, 
hence the action. Brandt claimed Mc- 
Carthy was to get $45 a month for the 
two months of haying and harvesting 
and $25.00 a month for the other ten 
months of the year. Judgment was 
siven for the plaintiff's for the full 
umount of their claim, with costs, the 
Judge speaking highly of the straight- 
forward munner in which he and _ his 
witnesses had given their evidence, 
which was more than he could say for.

the resident of North Toronto pro- 
per,—clusteéring along Yonge St. for 
many miles,—thce station Is essential, 
sinco it cuts the district between his 
home and his point of arrival and 
departure in half. Needless to edd 
the people of the nearby dnd ever 
widening Rosedale district are com- 
ing to find it ‘ndispensable. Every- 
one living in the beautiful homes 
in the avenues that radiate from 
Government House has attractive 
transportation facilities almost at 
his doors. It now takes him ten or 
fifteen minutes to catch a train 
where it formerly took him an hour, 
in the long journey to the Unton 
Station. It must also be born in 
mind that conditions will be much 
improved for most of the residential 
districts alluded to within a year, 
when the Civic Car Lines and tho 
Toronto Railway Company are con- 
solidated into one system, Then,

FIGURES CPST RF WHEAT 
$1.75 PER BUSHEL 


Prince Albert Bank Manager Puts 
Cost as Above on Crop Goina 
15 Bushels. 


On a wheat crop which will go 15 
huchels to the acre. A. J. Reynolds, 
manager of the branch of the Cana- 
lian Bank of Commerce at Prince 
\lbert, shows that the cost is $1.75 a 
bushel, and on a crop which will run 
20 buchels the cost is reduced to $1.31, 
according to a set of figures which he 
has supplied to the Financial Post. 
which says: 

The following is a simple wavy of 
computing farmers’ ‘grain growing 
costs In the last two years The 
figures quoted are not thoroughly ex- 
act. but are close enough for ‘cost 
computations. and it seems to me are 
as simple a way of getting at the over- 
‘ead as any other method . 

We assume that the farmer has a 
quarter section of land, and as a bzrsis 
of calculation is putting 100 acres in 
wheat; also that he has his four-horse 
outfit and his machinery, representing 
a total outlay of $6.000. which is well 
within the average mark for the west.

The cost of the last war in blood 
and treasure was so enormous that 
the demand for a League of Nations 
to keep the peace, may be said to 
have arisen out_of the carnage of the 
battlefields. Another such war would 
finish our civilization off, and an in- 
ternational organization to keep the 
peace is as much a necessity from the 
economic ang industrial phases of 
the existing international situation 
as it is on the grounds of common 
humanity. : 

The fact overlooked by prophets of 
“the next war’—is that physically 
another such war is almost impos- 
sible. Some things cannot be done 
twice and the late war is one of them. 


Unless the civilized races are ore- 
pared to commit suicide, Mr. Belloc 


is pretty safe in offering long odds 
against “the next war’ ever becoming 
a reality.

Most of us have to 
pause and ask what war did the Peace 
of Ryswick terminate. All of us have 
to consult our text books for the 
terms of the treaty.

But for the man prepar- 
ing to construct after a destructive 
European war the peace was a matter 
of first importance. The army was 
preparing to disband, trade gave signs 
of recovery, and altogether a hap- 
pier and more fruitful day had arriv- 
ed.

If the man had 
waited for the dawn of the new cen- 
tury, when all England was ringing 
again with the brilliant victories of 
Marlborough, Ryswick as an epoch- 
making day would not have appeared 
in his inscription.

Mr. W. J. Kirby, Reeve of Rocky 
Mountain House, has sent out the fol- 
lowing circular to the municipal coun- 
ils of the district in regard to the 
Lroposal for a Municipal Hospital Dis- 


trict in this area:— 


Rocky Mountain House, Alta., 
December 15, 1920. 


Ata meeting held here some days 
ago to consider a proposed Municipal 
Hospital District; at which were re- 
Presentativos from District Nos. 342, 
343, 401, and 403, and addressed by Mr. 
A. C. McKay, of the Municipal Hospit- 
‘als Branch of the Department of Pub- 
lic Health of the Province, it was sug- 
gested and recommended that instead 
of there.‘being several independent 
hospital districts created, that there be 
& larger district with a fully modern 
and well equipped hospital at a most 
easily accessible point, and sub-hos- 
pitals, or first ald stations established 
at points where the greatest service 
could be rendered to the ratepayers of 
the suggested larger district. 

This proposal seemed to meet with 
favor by the representatives present, 
and it was decided to hold a meeting 
in the City of Red Deer at which re- 
presentatives from the several muni- 
cipalities which might become inter- 
ested would be requested to attend. In 
accordance therewith, the date has 
been set as Thursday, January 138, at 
2 p.m., in the Council Chamber, of the 
City Hall at Red Deer, and you are 
cordially invited to have representation 
at that meeting so that the matter may 
be fully discussed, and if possible 
agree upon a. proposal that may be 
submitted to the ratepayers of the sev- 
eral municipalities at a later date. 

Until the Department is better in- 
formed in the matter it does not wish 
to offer any suggestion as to whether 
one large district should be formed, or 
the torritory divided. In -eubmitting 
the enclosed map of a district which 
might be advisable it must be distinct- 
ly understood that a Municipal Hos- 
pital District is not being laid out 
composed of the area contained within 
the boundaries of the map, but the 
question must be settled by the rate- 
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“We wish to-inform the Department 
as to the possible representation that 
will be present at. the meeting, and 
would thank you to advise us at -as 
early a date-as possible what action 
any of .your Council will take In the 
matter. ‘

HIGH SCHOCL DEBATE 


The interest of the Red Deer public 
in school affairs in general, and the 
course of studies in particular, was 
well shown by the crowded Assembly 
Hall Friday afternoon, Deaember 3, 
when tho inter-High School debate on 
the school curriculum took place. The 
subject for debate was: “Resolved, 
that, in the official courses of study for 
the Province of Alberta, the selection 
of material within the subjects that 
form the public and high school cur- 
riculum ,is well adapted to the educa- 
tional needs of today.” The affirmative 
was upheld by Messrs. Resknagle and 
Johnston, from Grade XII, Wetaski- 
win High School, and the negative by 
Messrs. Lea Searancke and Donald 
Murphy, from Grade XI, Red Deer 
High School. Both sides had well- 
prepared arguments with fairly free 
delivery, which made the debate very 
interesting for the hearers. 

The leader of the affirmative spoke 
of the educational needs of today . as 
being much the same as they haveal- 
ways been, namely, education which 
has as its aim one’s own development, 
and that which will teach one to wor- 
thily fill his place in the world’s affairs. 
The speaker showed how the latter is 
an outcome of the former, and that we 
must have a combination of the prac- 
tical and the ideal on the school cur- 
riculum for the highest development. 
There must be moral, mental and 
physical training of the individual. 
Hence we have such subjects as: Lit- 
erature, Botany, Zoology, Art and 
Music to teach truth,honor and loyalty 


prepare the student for his place in the 
world, especially’ mentioning History 
and Civics, Grammar, Composition and 
Writing. Both speakers. emphasized 
the adaptation of the High School 
subjects to the outlined educational 
needs. 

Tho negative side, on the other hand, 
pointed out that in the case of almost 
every subject on the curriculum of 
both Public 4nd High School a great 
deal of time is wasted on relatively 
useless material. The leader, in speak- 
ing of the Public School subjects, 
showed that too muck formal Gram- 
mar.is taught; that there is necdless 
repetition in the History course; that 
the Arithmetic course is begun too 
soon, contains many impractical pro- 
blems, and does not result in accuracy, 
and that the system of Writing taught 
does not produce good writers. The 
second speaker emphasized this waste

of.time and pointed out that on the H. 
8. course,.the texts prescribed were in 
many cases out of date or unsuitable 
to meet today’s educational needs, i.e., 
the History, the Arithmetic, the Gram- 
mar and the French. He also criticized 
the unused;~ but proscribed, Metric 
system; the fine distinctions in the 
Grammar, the proportioning of mater- 
ial in Geometry and the lack of central 
aim in Art and Physical Culture 
courses. Baa 

The majority of the listener felt 
that the affirmative side had not ad- 
hered to the wording of the resolution, 
having defended the subjects of the 
curriculum, rather than the selection, 
of material within these subjects, and 
even then had only defended the High 
School subjects. However, the judge, 
M. E. L. Hill, City Librarian, Edmon- 
ton, gave decision in favor of the affir- 
mative by a margin of 5 points. On 


belng asked if the affirmative position 


would have been tenable. had the neg-| 


ative attacked them on their interpre- 
tation of the resolution, Mr. Hill did 
not render a very clear answer nor a 
very decisive explanation of the award. 

Both teams are to be complimented 
on their easy platform manner andthe 
careful preparation of the subject, but 
the sportsmanlike way in which the 
Red Deer boys took their defeat was 
especially noteworthy. The _ sports-< 
manlike way in which the audience ap- 
plauded the Wetaskiwin debaters from 
their appearance to the announcement, 
of their victory, gave one pride in be- 
ing u citizen of Red Deer. 

The Red Deer girts; Misses Grace 
Moseley and Luella Irish ,who’ were 
maintaining the affirmative side of the 
debate in Wetaskiwin, won by 1 point,
